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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests a liquid crystal display, 
comprising a lower reflective polarizing layer disposed below the liquid crystal layers, 
the lower reflective polarizing layer having a plurality of convex ridges having a triangle 
wave shape in cross-section, and including a multilayer dielectric film consisting of a 
plurality of dielectric sub-layers, disposed over the convex ridges, a thickness of the 
multilayer dielectric film disposed on ridgelines of the convex ridges being less than or 
equal to 50% of the height of the convex ridges, and the height of the convex ridges 
being measured from a base of the triangle to an apex of the triangle. 

The rejections over JP 2000-221324 (JP'324) in the last Office action are 
withdrawn because the JP'324 does not disclose the feature "a thickness of the 
multilayer dielectric film disposed on ridgelines of the convex ridges being less than or 
equal to 50% of the height of the convex ridges, and the height of the convex ridges 
being measured from a base of the triangle to an apex of the triangle". See the English 
translation. 

lijima discloses a liquid crystal display comprising a lower reflective polarizing 
layer disposed below the liquid crystal layers, the lower reflective polarizing layer having 
a plurality of convex ridges having a triangle wave shape in cross-section, and including 
a multilayer dielectric film consisting of a plurality of dielectric sub-layers, disposed over 
the convex ridges. However, lijima is silent about the feature "a thickness of the 
multilayer dielectric film disposed on ridgelines of the convex ridges being less than or 
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equal to 50% of the height of the convex ridges, and the height of the convex ridges 
being measured from a base of the triangle to an apex of the triangle".
